Mrs. Gegoux'’s attorney 
told the court that Mrs. Gegoux was 
out of the city, and her evidence 
of the part her husband is alleged 
to have played in the tangled drama 
was left unsaid in the amended 
answer she filed, an answer that 
bristled with sensationalism. 

The court's findings makes clear 
an unusual case. It was found that 
Mrs. Gegoux misconducted herself 
with Mr. Brazier at the Palmcrest 
apartments, April 22, 1916, that 
there Was a property settlement; 
that Mr. Gegoux condoned the act 
of his wife, but that there was not 
sufficient proof of conjugal unkind- 
ness or other acts of misconduct on 
the part of the wife since the con- 
donation. The findings continue: 


“That in consideration of such 
condonation, the plaintiff demanded 
and accepted from the co-respon- 
dent, Edward G. Brazier, various 
sums of money. That plaintiff 
commenced an action against said 
co-respondent, and that the agree- 
ment of settlement was in the month 
of February last,” made between 
Mr. Brazier, Mr. Gegoux and Mrs. 
Gegoux, by the terms of which Mr. 
Gegoux received certain property 
and agreed to dismiss his $50,000 
suit for damages against Mr. Brazier 
for alienating the affections of his 
wife, and Mrs. Gegoux agreed with 
her husband not to contest the 
divorce action. 

NOT WATCHFUL 

The court further found that 
after Mr. Gegoux discovered the 
misconduct of his wife, he frequently 
left her alone with Mr. Brazier, took 
meals with them, that Mr. Brazier 
lived in the same house with him 
and subsequently took a cottage at 
Balboa. It was further found that 
Mr. Gegoux gave Mr. Brazier a 
birthday party. 

Judge Wood put Mr. Gegoux 
through grilling cross-examina- 
tion. It developed that Mr. Brazier 
sought to have the couple make up. 
Mr. Gegoux said that Mr. Brazier 
agreed to give him a position and 
actually did hand him sums to re- 
imburse him for the money he paid 
out to detectives. 

It also appeared that after Mr. 
and Mrs. Gegoux made up, Mr. Ge- 
goux invited Mr. Brazier to go out in 
an automobile, the capitalist paying 
for the machine. At the Balboa cot- 
tage the evidence was that Mr. Ge- 
goux left his wife and her alleged
